This time last year the Mac 
students were just beginning to 
appreciate the new Bar-Disco. 
Now, a year later renovations 
are going on - finally. It took 
a while though. Renovations 
should and could have been 
completed by the start of the 
fall term. Compliments of Stu- 
dents Council this is no longer 
a possibility. 

This summer the Bar-Disco 
was opened to the general pu- 
blic every Friday night. When 
the drinking age was lowered 
to eighteen on July 16 the gross 
income from the bar increased 
eighty per cent. The crowd 
was capacity which included 
filling the disco with an avera- 
ge crowd. Tables were set up 
to provide beer service becau- 
se the coolers could not keep 
up. After three hours the beer 
was gone. In August the income 
was up again - another thirty 
per cent. 

Plans were presented to 
Council which included extend- 
ing the bar, adding a cooler, 
dishwasher, and ice machine. 
Also included in these plans 
was the idea of knocking out 
the wall and therefore extend- 
ing the bar into the bookstore 
storeroom, doubling the bar 
space. Doing this the bar could 
handle the over-eighteens, lea- 
ving the Disco for others who 
wanted to come in and dance,

Had these plans been approved 
at the time of presentation the 



Bar-Disco renovations would 
have been completed for the 
fall term. 

Council chose to -delay ap- 
proval until two weeks before 
the fall opening was planned. 
Thursday night these renova- 
tions were finished, forty-five 
minutes after the Bar opened. 
Only at the Ste. Hilaire Confe- 
rence was approval given to 
extend the bar into the store- 
room. 

Due to Council's slow action, 
those over eighteen will have 
to drink and dance amid plas- 
ter dust and concrete chips. 
Those under eighteen will just 
have to be patient. Then may- 
be the bar will have to be clo- 
sed completely until renova- 
tions are completed.

Unfortunately, those of us 
who have 11:30 classes and 
are unable to get to the cafe- 
teria before 12:30, find it im- 
possible to get a hot meal in 
the one hour alloted us. We 
usually wait in line for about < 
15-20 minutes at the counter, 
get fed up and grab a pre-wrap- 
ped sandwich and cup of coffee 
and try to get out as quickly as 
possible. 

The new system of rever- 
sing the exits has helped so- 
mewhat but more should be 
done. Perhaps a wider aisle 
directly in front of both the 
entrance and exit, should be 
started so that an Olympian 
slalom between chairs, tables, 
and people will not be neces- 
sary. Perhaps the facilities in 
the lounge could be used to 
dispense sandwiches and drinks, 
leaving the upstairs cafeteria 
mainly to hot meals. 

It is conceivable but seems 
highly improbable that a stag- 
gered lunch period could be 
adopted. After spending 4 hours 
at registration to get the pre- 
sent schedule correct, it does 
seen very highly improbable, 
but it is an alternative. 

The most important point of 
all is that students that can 
have their lunch before 12 or

Athletics on the Macdonald 
campus appear to be on the 
upswing. After last spring's 
announced cutback of financial 
support by McGill. members 
of the Clan Macdonald united 
to raise enough money to ope- 
rate a limited inter-collegiate 
program for 71-72. Thanks to 
the graduates, whose contribu- 
tion led the way. the students 
who voted an increase in their 
athletic fees and to the Ste- 
wart Fund for matching the 
students contribution. 

Since last spring several things 
have happened to intercollegiate 
sports on campus and in the 
Province of Ouebec. Locally. 
John Abbott College has joi- 
ned forces with Macdonald in 
the field of Athletics. For the 
present time our combined teams 
will play under the title of Mac- 
donald-Abbott Clansmen. 

It is the hope of the Athle- 
tic Department of Macdonald 
and the Physical Education De- 
partment of John Abbott that 
combining will help us compe- 
titively, financially and act as a 
unifying agent on this campus. 

Provincially a new athletic 
association has been formed 
and is now known as the Que- 
bec Universities Athletic As- 
sociation. This body was formed 
.with an eye on using athletic 
budgets and a desire to offer 



a more realistic program. Tra- 
velling costs will be held at 
a reasonable level and divi- 
sions have been formed which 
will allow smaller schools to 
compete at a level suited to 
their particular needs. Macdo- 
nald-Abbott will compete in Whi- 
te Division football with a chan- 
ce to play-off with the other 
division at season's end. Our 
men's basketball team will con- 
tinue to play 'A' division whi- 
le hockey and girl's basket- 
ball will play 'B' division for 
this year. 

Our total athletic program 
consists of a variety of inter- 
collegiate sports besides the 
one's mentioned as well as a 
comprehensive intermural and 
recreation program. Informa- 
tion regarding starting dates, 
schedules, etc. will be posted 
well in advance of each acti- 
vity for interested people. 

Members of the Athletic de- 
partments of Mac and John Ab- 
bott extend an invitation to all 
potential players to turn out with 
the team of their choice, whe- 
ther it be intercollegiate and/or 
intramural. A successful pro- 
gram is one in which a large 
percentage of the student body 
becomes involved either on or 
off the playing field. We hope 
'71-'72 will be considered a 
successful one.
